Warns A gainst Conse­

Springfield. 111., 
Ju n e 16---* A P»— 
Gov. Louis L. Emmerson today w arn ­ 
ed the Legislature of the consequen­ 
ces of any delay in considering its 
jpecial legislation alter reconvening 
tomorrow. 
Legislative leaders have indicated, 
the Governor said, that the attend­ 
ance during the hot weather and va­ 
cation season in Ju ly would not 
be 
sufficient to perm it the enactment 
of legislation. 
"A n y bill to give Chicago and Cook 
county speedy financial relief must 
be passed by Ju n e 30. or be enacted 
as an emergency measure by a two- 
third vote of the Legislature,’’ Gov. 
Em m erson said, "w hile the co n stitu ­ 
tion provides that any amendment 
to the Constitution shall lie proposed 
to the electors by the vote of two- 
thirds of the Legislators. 
“ W ith the greatest earnestness, I 
urge 
all members ol 
the General 
Assembly to attend regularly the re­ 
m aining sessions 
so 
that its full 
force m ay be exerted tor completion 
oi its work by Ju n e 30.” 
Recalling that the legislators had 
adjourned 
two weeks 
ago to 
give 
public officials of Chicago ami Cook 
county the opportunity to study the 
rehei measures 
proposed for pass­ 
age, Gov. 
Em merson said 
the bills 
had had approval ol interested o f­ 
ficials and that "it should be pos­ 
sible for the Legislature to com pete 
its deliberations 
before 
Ju n e 30 if 
each member attends the remaining 
sessions.” 
"T h e financial plight of the City 
of Chicago, the County of Cook and 
other governing 
bodies 
w ithin the 
county is well known,” the Governor 
said, "w hile the desirability of sub­ 
m itting to referendum at the 
No­ 
vember election this year an am end­ 
ment to modernize the revenue a rti­ 
cle of the Constitution is generally 
adm itted.”
